At Falmouth Monday what was 
planned to be ctlebration of Ic.dtpena- 
tnce Dav in Pendleton county, was 
turned into a rally of tobacco growers. 
The celebration was to have taken 
Place at the fair grounds, but rain 
interfered with the program, and a 
great concourse gathered at the court 
house to hear addresses advocating 
support of the But ley tobacco pool. 

Rev. Father Geore Bieler, of Cyn- 
thiana, pleaded with growers of Bur 
ley tobacco to co-operate in their own 
interests, and for the good of the 
whole people of Kentucky. Judge E. 
C. O’Rear of the Court of Appeals, 
followed him in an eloquent argument 
along th flame lines, and the meeting 
was closed with a striking address by 
Hon. Joel B. Fort. 

Probably this was the most enthusi- 
astic meetin to be held during this 
campaign in Pendleton county. Last 
year, Pendleton was the most apatbet 
ic of the large growing counties. In 
contrast to that spirit, the whole body 
of growers are this year enthusiasti- 
cally in favor of the pool and there is 
no rival movement of any kind.
